Pain Accents the 
Meaning of ‘No’ 
By Garry Cleveland Myers, Ph.D. 


PSYCHE did not hear the word 
NO from her parents until she be- 
gan to climb and creep. The first 
time she heard it was at the mo- 
ment when her hands were slapped 
as she was about to seize the handle 
of the gas jet. It was no accident 
that her mother was present. The 
father and mother had forseen that 
Psyche would examine this alluring 
object. They together had planned 
exactly what was to be done by the 
parent who would be nearest to 
the child. 

Little Psyche's heart was almost 
broken. So was her mother’s, but 
she was calm, and she began at 
once to talk about the little ele- 
phant which she lifted to the child's 
wagon, Immediately Psyche turned 
to the wagon and elephant, and the 
mother to her work.

Never were they concerned about 
immediate prevention only, else she 
would have just been gently selzed 
and pulled away or distracted from 
the dangerous object, or the danger- 
ous object would have been pushed 
beyond her reach. They wanted 
Psyche to desist from reaching 
above herself in the kitchen so that 
she would acquire the habit perma- 
nently. 

The purpose was to cotinect pain, 
certainly in her nervous system, 
with the act to be avoided automat. 
ically, They had set out to teach 
Psyche to keep herself from reach- 
ing up in the kitchen. In like man- 
ner they later taught her to keep 
herself from running Into the street, 
And eventually NO alone sufficed as 
a deterrent and served as a found.

Moreover, the film “Canada at War”, No. 8 in March of Time features, 
was released for exhibition in advance of No. 7— which is a picture with 
an American appeal. The release date of “Canada at War” was said to have 
been advanced three weeks apparently to permit of the display of the film 
during the Dominion election campaign. 


The action of the Board of Censors in prohibiting the exhibition in Ontario 
of the March of Time picture “Canada at War” follows the precedent 
adopted in the Ontario provincial election of 1937, during which time the 
Liberal Government of Ontario refused to permit the exhibition of films 
and pictures which gave vivid accounts and displays of CLO. activities 
and scenes of violence in American industrial centers. The showing of 
the pictures would have been te the undoubted advantage of the Liberal 
Government: which was opposing C.LO, activities in Ontario. Yet the 
Ontario Liberal Government banned the exhibition of the films and pictures. 


The Board of Censors of the Province of Ontario would be false to its duty 

if it interfered in the wartime elections campaign by placing its stamp of - 
approval on a film such as “Canada at War,” which in this time of grave 
national peril is being used-and ‘exploited for’ purposes of political 
propaganda. :

. Thyroid 


‘Glands have come very much 
into medical and public conscious- 
ness in the last quarter of a cen- 
tury. Science has told us a lot about 
them, making it appear what we 
knew about them before Was as 
much superstition as anything. We 
knew that they did strange and 
terrible things to us, but we didn’t 
understand how or why. 

Most attention has been given to 
the thyroid gland and I suppose 
most of you know, when this goes 
wrong, it has a profound effect on 
the whole system. Probably, how- 
ever, it is not generally understood 
that it can go wrong in the body 
of a child just as casily:as it can 
in an adult. Sometimes babies are 
born With a thryold out of kilter. 

‘The thyroid lies in the neck, two 
rounded balls of soft, meaty tissue, 
one on either side of the neck, and 
they are connected by a thin isth- 
mus of the same material just below 
the level of the Adam's apple. 

This gland Js to our bodies what a 
rheostat is to # furnace or gover- 
nors to a steam engine, It controls 
the speed at which the body oper- 
ates; it controls the amount of fuel | 
that is burned in this the most | 
complicated of. all engines. The! 
thyroid manufactures a secretion 
which is liberated into the blood. If 
more than normal amounts of this 
secretion are liberated, then we 
show abnormal activity. If the 
gland is lazy and doesn’t supply 
enough of the secretion, then We arc 
slow, lethargic, we want to sleep 
more than normal, and everything 
We eat seems to turn to fat instead 
of being burned up as fuel for the 
body, 

Sometimes babies are born with a 
thyroid that just won't go to work; 
there isn't any secretion. Such a

whose mother or father has an ab- 
normal thyroid, but it can and does 
often happen in families where both 
parents have normal glands, 

When such a child Is born, it pre- 
sents so marked a picture that 
there is no trouble detecting the 
trouble at birth or shortly asfter- 
wards. And on the speed with which 
this discovery is made depends the 
whole future of the child, 

Such a baby will sleep a great 
deal; of course, all bables do, 80 
this alone isn't enough of a symp- 
tom, but besides this the child 
will have a heavy appearance, his 
face Will show little expression even 
after couple of months when other 
children are gurgling and cooing 
for all they're worth. The child’s 
hair Mwill be sparser than most 
babies and it will be coarse and dry; 
fingers Will be short and spade-like, 
the legs will be short, and the 
tongue will likely protrude half out 
of the mouth a lot of the time. 

Such a child is called a “cretin™. 
If it is recognized within a couple 
of months what is the matter, and 
if treatment is started at once, the 
child will have a chance to develop 
normally, The treatment consists 
in giving the infant thyroid ¢: 
through the mouth is make up 
the lack of the secretion in‘his 
Such a treatment is very easy 
usually it will enable the child te 
carry on in normal fashion. 

If the child is started on this 
treatment within the first few 
months of life he will develop fair- 
ly high in intelligence and while 
he will never be a genius, he will 
with care, advance sufficiently to 
learn a trade and generally keep his 
end up. Lf the child is a year or two 
old before the extract is given, then 
he may be mentally retarded all his 
life and spend most of it in an in- 
stitution.

‘To the users: 

I have much pleasure in present- 
ing on behalf of your Commission 
the operating statements for. the 
year 1939 ending December 3st. 
1939, for the Electric, Water and 
Gas Utilities. 

' Electric Utility 

The Electric department has had 
a successful year and although the 
rate reduction which went into ef- 
fect in October, 1938, was operative 
for the whole year the revenue in- 
creased $1,233.50. ; 

The operating expenses are down 
$2,172.90, with the exception of pow- 
er costs which have increased from 
$128,500.38 to $143,380.57. The in- 
crease is due to two causes. Pirst: 
The power taken has increased 
from an average load of 5169.9 HP. 
in 1938 to an average load of 5514.7 
HP. in 1939. Second: ‘The cost 
of power has gone up from $24.79 
in 1938 to $25.96 in 1939. The in- 
crease cost is mainly due to an ad- 
ditional $1.00 per HP. per year 
charge for the stabilization of rates 
fund The aforementioned fund 
was set up by the Ontario Commis~ 
sion for the purpose of levelling out 
the cost of power and Dr. Hogg ad- 
vised that the Ontario 
was of the opinion that as much 
as possible should be allocated ito 
the fund at the present time. 
| The net profit is $6,168.60 as 
‘against $17,64230 in 1938. The 
equity in the Eastern Ontario sys- 
tem’s power plants and transmis- 
sion lines has fncfeased from $135- 
903.85 to $153,210.16. The plant is 
‘entirely pald for with the exception 
of $15,787.52 which is owing on the 
Belleville sub-station.. The net as- 
sets not including the above men- 


\tioned equity have increased $14,- 


909.05. 

During the year, the street light- 
ing on Bridge Street West and Ca- 
therine Street was improved as well 
as additional lights being added in 
other parts of the city. The rev- 
enue increased from $9,607.71 to 
$10,340.78 and the rebate in 1939 
was $2,746.65 as against $3,018.56 in 
1938. 

‘The number of consumers has in- 
creased by 65 during the year. 

During the year many improve- 
ments have deen made to the elec- 
tric plant and cach year the lines 
are being rehabilitated to provide 
for the increased load. A large 
number of new transformers have 
been installed and the size of wire 
Increased. The interruptions = to 
service during the year have been 
a minimum. 

Gas Utility 

The Gas Department has not ex- 
perienced a successful year. A 
surplus of $1,671.74 of revenue over 
operating expenses has been made 
but when the interest and debenture 
debt of $13,508.37 is taken into ac- 
count, the Joss is $11,834.63. 

In 1938, the sum of $3,800 was set 
aside for depreciation but this year 
it Wag felt nothing could be set 
Aside. 

The revenue dropped 35,148.86 
over 1938 but the operating expenses 
were also down $1,207.35 so that 
comparative results with 1938 are a 
net reduction in operating surplus 
of $3941.51. . 

The outstanding debenture debt as 
of December 3ist., 1939, is $175,147.- 
24. It is being reduced each yem 
but will not be entirely paid off 
till April Ist., 1960. 

The gas made in 1939 was 25,763.- 
300 cubic feet which is 2,400,000 
cuble feet less than in 1938 althougn 
there weve several large Jeaks ex- 
perienced in the early part of 1939. 

No expense has been incurred in 
the betterment of the plant other 
than what could not be postponed. 
The retorts are in bad condition 
which makes for inefficient opera- 
tion and the time cannot be long 
postponed when they should be re- 
lined. 


Water Utility 

The operating statement of the 
Water Works Department shows a 
healthy condition. After meeting 
all expenses there Was a net surplus 
of $21,209.49. The City Council was 
given a grant of $10,440.37. The 
depreciation aCcount was increased 
by $6,445.31 and the remainder of 
$4,323.81 was credited to surplus 
account. - 

The revenue increased during the 
year $1,839.69 while the expenses 
were down $1,055.53. 

The outstanding debentures 
amount to $117,600. The maturity 
date of the last issue is February, 
1960, 

There are 40 more consumers on 
meters-than there were a year ago. 
All industrial users are on meter 
and the commercial users are grad- 
ually belng put on meter. 

The water pumped during the 
year was 781,713,000 gallons which 1 
351,000 gallons less than in 1938. 
The average dally consumption was 
141 gallons per capita which is very 
high and indicates that a great 
many consumers have Jeaky plumb- 
ing or are deliberately allowing the 
water to waste. 

The water purification plant has 
been'kept in good physical condition 
and some changes made in the 
method of operation which we feel 
has improved“the quality of the 
water, The algve conditien was 
yery bad during the yearvbut due to 
the improved condition of the fil- 
ters the running period was length- 
ened. It took 37,823,200 gallons 
to backwash the filters during the 
year, A 7° wire fence Was erected 
around the plant property and sui?- 
able floodslights were installed for 
protective purposes. At the present 
time visitors are allowed at the

All services up to 1” are installed 
in copper pipe. 

In closing, I would point out that 
the placing of the three. utilities 
under a central authority has been 
of considerable benefit, The operat- 
ing expenses have been reduced to 
a point much lower than could be 
reached if operated as separated 
utilities. 

The Manager and staff have con- 
tinued their joyal service in carry- 
ing out the policies of the Com- 
mission and we desire to express 
our appreciation for same.

The next chart deals with the average prices of butter and cheese for the period 
1921 to 1938 inclusive and also the. domestic consumption of butterfat for the same 
period, the object of the chart being to find out what influence price had upon con- 
sumption. We will note that from 1921 to 1929 consumption of burterfat increased 
from 278,934,813 pounds to 482,134,532 pounds, or 72.49 per cent. ‘This was a 
period of relatively high prices for butter. From 1930 to 1937 inclusive, a period of 


relatively low prices for butter, the increase in domestic consumption was 13.63 per*
